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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-3, in the reply filed on 
January 23, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claim 1 is 
generic. This is not found persuasive because each independent claim describes 
features not found in the other Groups. The requirement is still deemed proper and is 
therefore made FINAL. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US20020141473A1 to Cordingley et al or in view of US 200201 70898A1 to Ehrmann et 
al. Cordingly et al describe [0012] a linearly or elliptically polarized laser beam and 
describe [0048] [0049] a diffraction limited spot and describe the use thereof for 
machining electronic substrates. Ehrmann et al describe a diffraction limited system for 
machining and describe [0104] improving processing speed with a modified elliptical 
spot and fluence at the workpiece. Ehrmann et al describe elliptical polarization of the 
beam [0046] [0053] (claims 13 and 20). 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
EP1 338371 A. See Figure 39 for the elliptical spot. 
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Conclusion
